Terror to Prlnt«r«. 


TPlth no inborn literary facility, with 


an Inborn artjstlc conscience that drove 
him on in untiring pursuit of perfec- 
tion, Balzac tilled. Uie, vaat chasua be- 
tween his thought and its expression 
with countless pen strokes and by 
methods of composition all his own, 
the exact reverse of those of Dumas, 
writing at white heat, never rewriting, 
or of lingo, who said, "I know not the 
art of soldering a beauty in the place 
of a defect, and I correct myself in an- 
other work." 


Balzac besan with a short and 


sketchy and slipshod skeleton, making 
no attempt toward sequence or style, 
and sent it, with all its errors, to the 
printer. Proofs were returned to him 
in small sections pasted in the center 
of huge sheets, around whose wide bor- 
ders soon shot from the central text 
rockets and squibs of the author's ad- 
ditions and corrections fired by his in- 
furiated ti.;t. 
The new proofs came 


back on similar sheets, to be returned 
to tho printer again like the web and 
tracks of a tipsy spider. This was re- 
peated a djzeu or. It Is said, a score of . 
times, always with amplifications, until! 
his typesetters became palsied luna- 
tics, lie overboard one of them as he 
pntcred the otttoe one day say: '^Tve 
d"iio my hour of Balzac. 
Who takes 


him next?" Typesetter, publisher, au- 
Hior. were put out of misery only when, 
the last proof came iu. at its foot the 
magic "Bon a lirer."—Scribuer's.

Lowell SntlrUed. 


John P. Robinson, .the subject of one 


of James Russell Lowell's "Llosea Big- 
ow's" satires, was a brilliant lawyer 
of the town of Lowell, a scholarly gen- 
tleman and a wit. It Is said of him 
hat he had read Homer's "Iliad" eo 
much that he could recite nearly the 
whole of it from memory. Mr. Kohin- 
son was a.favoi^itc stump speaker about 
the period of 1840. 
Ue was a Whig 


and had the ambition to represent his 
district in congress. 


In 1842 he received the Whig nomi- 


nation for this position. It was jv bad 
year for Whig candidates, as the Lib- 
erty party had then begun to present 
nominees against it. A majority was 
at that tiuae required to elect, and 
there was uo choice at the regular elec- 
tion. The Whig party, .always timid, 
fe,ared Mr. Hobinson could not be e&ct- 
ed on further uial and induced him to 
withdraw from the contest that it 
might present a candidate more ac- 
ceptable to the antislavery men. This 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. 
Uohinson. lie became disgusted with 
the Whigs and bitter toward* the anti- 
slavery advocates. 


A few years later, after General Ca- 


leb Cushing had been in the Mexican 
war, he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats as their candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts, upon which Mr. Rob- 
inson wrote a, letter declaring he should 
leave the Whig party and support Gen- 
eral Gushing. This induced Lowell's 
poem. Governor Briggs was then the 
Whig candidate for governor,and Low- 
ell had two refrains to his verses. The 
first read: 


So John P. 
Robinson, he 


Says he shan't vote for Governor B. 


And the second: 


So John P. 
Robinson, he 


Bays he shall \ote for General C.

JAFFREY POINT. 


Editor of the Herald: 


Dear Sir: 
I was pleased to see in 


your issue of the 18th that the right- 
ful name of New Castle's most east- 
erly promontory had been restored 
by authority. During the many yeara 
that I owned and occupied the Jaffrey 
property I tried several times .to have 
the name changed to its original 
form but had no success except among 
a few antiquarian scholars. I had re- 
newBd hopes when the U. S. govern- 
ment bought the promontory and be- 
gan to construct earthworks and a 
life saving station that it would in its 
own publications at least use the cor- 
rect designation, Jaffrey point. But it 
refused to listen to my remonstrance; 
Jerry's point it had been and Jerry's 
point it should remain. Then I sug- 
gested that if the government must 
needs keep one correct word. Jerry's 
for Jaffreys, it ought by all means to 
stick to the other, pint for point. K 
it could not be Jaffrey's Point then let 
it be Jerry's pint. I did not so much 
object to Pint as to Jerry's, for the 
latter obscures a bit of interesting 
local history, while nobody is misled 
ap to the meaning of Pint—unless it 
be milkmen. Pint for point is a com- 
mon pronunciation, 
far more 
com- 


mon than point among average peo- 
ple and universal among sailors and 
fishermen, and I myself prefer it. "We 
have no business with the oi in point 
and no English lips can twine around 
that combination of vowels. Only the 
French are equal to it. 


The laws and regulations made by 


the government do not enforce them- 
selves, and as Jerry's pint has been 
in use tor a hundred years it will be 
a hundred more, if ever, before a 
change comes about. The authorities 
may print the name as much as they 
please, it will not reform the usage 
You may be sure the New Castle folks 
will resist it; and I should like to see 
their fine scorn when told they must 
now say Jaffrey point. I warrant you 
hear some choice and emphatic lan- 
guage. Do not fall, Mr. Editor, when 
next you see a New Castle fisherman 
on the Parade to catch him and take 
along a new pen and a whole bottle oi 
ink and report his views on the Pint. 


Nevertheless let us be glad—we 


musty antiquarians and pedantic local

It Is now well known that 
t Is mainly the tuberculosis cxpectora,- 
lon, which, when dried and pulverized 
o dust, constitutes tbe main danger of 
nfection. The means to prevent Infec- 
ion from tuberculosis expectoration or 
saliva—expectorating only In proper 
•essels, spittoons and pocket flasks, 
proper use of handkerchiefs during 
wishing, etc.—are now also universal- 
y taught 
It is absolutely demonstrated that a 
uberculosls patient, If he takes proper 
care of his expectoration, does not coa- 
litute any danger to his fellow men. 
!n sanatoria and hospitals exclusively 
devoted to the care of consumptives it 
s of the rarest occurrence for an at- 
.endant to contract the disease, the 
lygienic precautions being so thor- 
ough. It may indeed be said that in 
these bouses for consumptives one is 
ess liable to contract consumption than 
outside of them.—Dr. S. A. Knopf in 
Torum.

Irish Trust and Dlstrnst. 


The most trustful people in the world 


in money matters are the Irish. A 
stranger can go into any shop and get 
a check cashed without the least difli- 
ctilty, though the proprietor never saw 
him before and never heard of the 
drawer. 
Bank notes are very largely 


used, as almost every bank In the coun- 
try issues notes worth £1, £2. £3. £5 
and upward, and they are all looked 
upon as being quite as good us gold. 


But Bank of Euglaud notes, even in 


the large towns, are looked upon with 
suspicion, while in remote places peo- 
ple won't take them at all. It is said 
that this suspicion of English notes Is 
hereditary. 


From the time of James II up to 75 


years ngo the law was such with re- 
gard to currency that if an Irishman 
wanted to pay £100 in England he had 
to remit £118 Gs. Sd.. while if he were 
being paid a debt by au Englishman 
he received only £85. 
Naturally he 


thought rather badly oC English money, 
and in the 190 years during which this 
state of things continued the Irish peo- 
ple became so deeply convinced that 
John Bull was cheating them that they 
still regard the Bank of England as a. 
corporation of robbers. 


Thp .Tows In Frankfurt. 


George Brnndes thus describes the 


position of the Jews In Frankfurt, Ger- 
many, at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century: "All Jews were forced 
to live in the narrow, miserable, over- 
crowded Judeugasse (Jew street), their 
sole abode since the year 1-41VJ. At the 
beginning of uigiit all the inhabitants 
of the ghetto were locked in. 
They 


were not allowed to use the sidewalk 
while walking in the street in the day- 
time, but had to take the middle of the 
street. They had to remove their hats 
before every passerby, who would call 
out, 
'.Tew, make your bow!' 


"To prevent too large an increase not 


more than 14 couples wene permitted to 
marry in any one year. 
On every fes- 


tive occasion they were driven into the 
ghetto. 
On Sunday the gales were 


locked regularly at. 4 o'clock, and no 
one was allowed to pass by the guard 
at the gate except when on an errand 
with a prescription to the drug store or 
for the purpose of mailing a letter. 
One general rule was 'Xo Jew allowed 
on a green spot.' " Napoleon abolished 
this state of affairs in 1810, but it was 
restored after his downfall. 


A Suspension of Sentence. 


For 25 years Squire Quigg held the 


cilice of justice of the peace in Doui- 
phan county, and in the early part of 
his administration he held the idea that 
a justice had as much jurisdiction as a 
district court. Once a shooting scrape 
occurred in the township, and the cul- 
prit was brought before the squire for 
preliminary examination. 
After lis- 


tening to the arguments the squire or- 
dered the prisoner fo stand up. He 
fhen said. "Mr. Prisoner, it is the sen- 
tence of this court that you be hanged 
by the rieck until dead, dead. <lead." 
Turning to the constable, the squire 
said: "Take this prisoner outside and 
hang him to the tree in the yard. There 
is a rope halter in my Iniggy.''^

included our joint arsenal. After that 
we were ordered back, and the chief 
bandit told tbc driver to go ahead.

The chariot was used In antiquity 


lor tho battle, the chase, in public pro- 
cessions and in games. 
It had two 


wheels and was drawn by two horses, 
and when one or two horses were add- 
ed they were attached to each side of 
the main pair by a side trace, fastened 
to the front of the chariot. 


These chariots have only eotne down 


to us in fragments, with the exceptioi 
of the one iu the areluvoiogical muse- 
um of Florence, which Is a unique ex- 
ample <j» a war chariot, the so called 
"I'.iga di Frassiuo." found by Rosscli- 
neo in a Thebes tomb. 
It is certainly 


as old as the fourteenth century B. C 
It is probably a trophy obtained iu the 
north by some Egyptian warrior. 


There is an entire absence of metal 


in the construction. 
Immediately on 


the axle, without springs of any kind, 
rests the lias'.;ct. or body, of the chari- 
ot, which consisted of a floor to Stand 
on and a semicircular guard around 
the front and about half the height of 
ihe driver. It is entirely opi-u at the 
back, so that the combatants might 
leap to the ground and up again, as be- 
came necessary by the exigencies of 
action. There was no seat, and gener- 
ally In war chariots there was only 
room for the combatant and his chari- 
oteer to stand in. 


The pole, as In the present Instance, 


was usually attached to the middle of 
the axle, although to outward appear- 
ances it looked us though it sprang 
from the front of the basket. At the 
cud of the pole was the yoke, which 
looked like a ram's horns. 
Depending 


from this by leather thongs was a Y 
shaped piece, which probably took 
the place of the modern horse collar. 
Probably broad bands were also fjttod 
around the chest of the animals. 


Besides the harness of each horse 


there xvcre a bridle and a pair of reins 
somewhat in ihe same style as are hi 
useat the present day. These weremade 
of leather arid were ornamented with 
studs of ivory and metal. The reins 
were passed through rings attached 
to the collar nnd were long enough to 
be tied around the waist of the chariot- 
eer in case of his having to defend him- 
self. 


The wheels and body were usually of 


wood, strengthened 
iu places 
with 


bronze or Iron. The wheels had from 
four to eight spokes, and the tires 
were of bronze or Iron (Iu the prcseu* 
instance ash was used), and the piur- 
which secareil the fellies, were of fossil 
bone. 


This description applied to tho chari- 


ots of almost any of the nations of an- 
tiquity, the difference consisting chief- 
ly in the mountings. Thus the chariots 
of the Egyptians and Assyrians, with 
whom the bow was the principal arr 
4)1' attack, were richly mounted win, 
quivers full of arrows, while those of 
the lltveks. who used the spear, we™ 
plain except ;is regards mere decors! 
lions. 
The Persians and the ancient 


Briton^ used a class of chariots having 
the wheels mounted w i t h sharp, sicklx 
t-haped blades, which cut. to pieces 
whatever c.-.me In iheir v.ay. This was 
probably the invention of tin- Persians. 


The use of the battle chariot really 


belongs lo the heroic period. The war- 
rlor.statiding by the side of his chariot- 
eer, was drhen in front of the Hue to 
Invite hctstile warriors to single com- 
bat. 
After the strategic skill of a com- 


mander superseded the demands on 
his personal valor the chariot was 
transferred from the battlefield to the 
hippodrome, where alone its original 
form was preserved. 
The description 


of the Homeric battle chariot, there- 
foi«e, to n great extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 


The small diameter of the chariot 


wheel may be explained from the de- 
sire of preventing the chariot from be- 
ing opposed by the impediments iu the 
battlefield, such as debris or dead bod- 
ies. 
The rim was usually formed of 


four fellies. Into which the four spokes 
were lot. The upper rail, which was of 
either wood or metal, varied greatly in 
form and was Intended to be grasped 
by the warrior on jumping on to the 
chariot, v. bile the front part served for 
fastening the re-ins and the traces of 
tlu- "wheel horses." In the Uouuin tri- 
umphal chariot a covering of leather 
served to ward off missiles, and later 
on the sides were composed of strong 
bon rds. 


Unfortunately we know very little of 


tin- vehicles of everyday use In those 
days. They nearly all seem to be a va- 
riety of what we now term tho "gig."— 
Scientific American.
